■  »lan  Llnr  will  build  two  fast  passenger  ships.  It

tivf'.s  of  the  Au.strallan,  Now  Zealand  and  Cana- 
dian and  British  siiipping  interests  will  discuss 
the  matter.  The  queitlon  is  one  of  subsidies  so  as 
to  onablo  the  British  line  to  compete  with  the 
governnjentally-asslated  American  service  which 
has  been  threatening  British  shipping  In  the 
Pacific.  Prior  to  hi.s  dcparliiff,  Sir  Edward  Bcalty 
said  that  if  the  Governments  concerned  are  wlll-

undertaken.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany is  the  owner  of  SO  per  cent  of  the  stock  in 
the  Canadian  Australasian  Line.

Oodbout  Is  now  engaged  on  the  tasic 
of  organizing  a  reformed  and  rejuvenated  party 
It  Is  possible  that  he  will  enjoy  In  the  coming 
election  a  greater  measure  of  personal  popu- 
larity than  that  of  any  of  the  leaders  of  U^e  other 
parties;  in  fact  he  may  draw  to  his'^Oovrt-nment 
support  from  unexpected  quarters,  lie  is  pledged 
to  bring;  In  the'reforms  for  which  the  French- 
Canadians  have  been  pres.slng  The  Cabinet  he 
has  selected  is  a  strung  one  and  enjoys  popular 
repute.

ALCOHOL  AND  ACCIDENTS 


Sweden  i.s  the  only  country  that,  to  any  extent, 
has  undertaken  a  test  lor  aicoliol  in  the  blood  m 
t)>e  case  oT  those  who  ara  involved  in  trafHe  acci- 
dents. In  that  country  a  method  has  bofn  evolved 
whereby  only  one  drop  of  blood  is  necessary  to 
show  if  a  person  implicated  in  an  aeeldaat  has 

taken  alcohol.  It  ha.s  been  found  that  there  IS  a 
high  degree  of  correspondence  between  the 
amount  of  alcohol  indicated  hf  the  blood  test  and 
the  actual  conditions  of  the  subiect  at  tharUme 
when  the  blood  is  taken. 

In  road  traffic  accidents  there  has  often  been 
looseness  In  the  phrase,  "under  the  influence  of 
drink."  That  condition  can  be  tested.  There  will 
continue  to  be  discrepancies,  because  It  has  been 
found  that  habitual  drinkers,  having  taken  the 
same  amount  of  alcohol  as  those  who  drink  occa- 
sionally, tend  to  show  a  lower  percentage  In  the 
blood  after  the  same  period  of  time  has  elapsed 
between  the  taking  of  the  alcohol  and  the  mak- 
ing of  the  test.  There  is  one  hospital  in  Stock- 
holm where  every  accident  case  admitted  has 
had  the  test  applied  for  several  year.'^  pa.st.  In  41 
per  cent  of  the  patients  alcolioi  was  demonstrated 
in  the  blood  at  an  avatage  tlma  of  f ourtaen  hours 
after  the  accident  There  Is  one  particular,  how- 
ever, in.  which  the  test  falls  short,  namely,  the 
difficult  problem  of  different  airaets  aleohol  may 
have  on  difTcrent  people.  In  other  words,  there  is 
the  human  element  of  the  capacity  for  strong 
drink.

The  Mail  and  Empire,  In  a  recent  ls.sue,  con- 
tained a  brief  esMiy  on  Bank.s  and  Bankers,  writ- 
ten by  Charles  K  Hill,  an  English  authority  on 
the  subject.  The  immediate  purpose  of  the  essay 
was  to  combat  the  notion  that  bankera  possess 
certain  occult  powers.  Including  the  power  to 
make  money  "by  the  strolce  et  a  fountain-pen." 
He  says  flatly  that,  although  of  recent  years  there 
ha.s  been  .some  tendency  to  accept  this  idea  of  the 
thaumaturgic  power,  skill,  and  slelght-of-hand 
wielded  by  bankers,  no  sound  argumants  have 
been  adduced  to  sustain  It.  He  considers  It  an 
utter  fallacy,  and  so  egreglovs  a  fallacy  that  it  Is 
a  wonder  that  bankers  have  not  taken  greater 

pains  lo  expo.se  11  Mr  Hill  humorously  sugge.st.s 
that  possibly  bankers  are  noi  averse  to  having 
the  populace  regard  them  as  posseMlng  occult 
powers,  and  recalLs  the  story  of  the  general  man- 
ager who  had  surrounded  himself  with  so  much 
mystery  and  comported  himself  with  so  much 
awful  majesty  that  a  humble  branch  manager 
from  the  country  who  called  on  him  exclaimed 
oh  emerging  from  the  interview  that  he  had  been 
In  the  presence  of  a  Supernatural  Being. 

Bankers,  however,  are  simply  n  cluss  of  hard- 
working men  who  perform  useful  wuri(^  brokers 
of  money,  but  they  perform,  and  can  perform,  no 
.such  mir.icles  as  alleged  They  cannot,  and  do 
not  profess  to  be  able  to  create  money  out  of 
nothing.  The  frequtntty*<iuoted  dletum  that 
"V  hen  a  bank  creates  a  loan  It  thereby  create."?  a 
deposit"  is  not  sound,  In  Mr.  Hill's  opinion,  be- 
cause banks  make  many  loans  that  are  not  so 
deposited  He  adds;  'lEVftt  if  and  when  the  money 
is  so  deposited  that  la  something  which  takes 
place  after  the  loan  has  bean  made.  Was  there 
r  .  .  I  I  borrower  who  borrowed  Just  to  see  a  nice 
entry  to  hli  credit  in  tils  pass  book?  No.  he  bor- 
rows because  he  wants  to  use,  andjntcnds  to 
extract,  all  the  monet  which  he  borrows.  More- 
over, he  actually  does  sb  extract  It,  aini  tha  loan 
I.s  only  consummated  when  that  CXtraeUon  has 
taken  place."  He  further  points  out  tl^atj^ft,f y  the 
bank 'Fias  made  the  loan,  the  Ideas  ahd  actions 
covered  by  the  terms  "deposit."  ''credit,"  "book- 
keeplag  entries,  "  etc.,  have  no  more  to  do  wtlh  the 
essence  of  the  transaction  than  the  trnti.sers' 
packets,  wallets,  and  ladies'  stockings  in  which 
the  money  is  temporarily  earried.

the  British  nationality  to  the  total 
exclusion  of  the  former?  Has  the 
result  of  such  naturallzatkm  been 
absolutely  successful  heretofore? 
Doe.s  not  history  prove  it?  The  old 
proverbs  that  "Blood  i.s  thicker  than 
water."  and  "What  Is  bred  in  the 
bone  will  out  in  the  flesh"  are  not 
far  wrong."
